Harvesting Meets Many Delays 
As Wet Weather Continues 


Rain and Lack of Repairs 

Cause Many Delays; Grain 

Badly Bleached 

With rain every two or three 
weighs three and a half pounds, 
days causing many exasperating 
delays in harvesting operations all 
fall, this year’s harvest has been 
a long, dragged-out affair and 
much grain is still standing or in 
the swath. 

The many rainstorms have 
caused considerable bleaching and 
most of the grain now being re¬ 
ceived at the local elevators is 
grading 2 and 3 Northern. Many 
high yields have been reported but 
the average yield for the district 
will probably be a good 25- bushels 
to the acre. 

Weather has not been the farm¬ 
ers’ only big worry—The shortage 
of repaijr parts has caused many 
delays ahd work stoppages. Labor, 
too, has been scarce, and all these 
factors have combined to make the 
current harvesting season one of 
the worst in many years.

The High 
River housewife, for example, knows that approxi¬ 
mately everything she has to buy has risen during 
war years, and stil more noticeably since the war 
finished. Everything, that is. except bread, cereal 
products, gas, light and power. For these latter 
blessings she gives thanks. 

■This business of hiilk prices is her latest head¬ 
ache. She finds herself paying 4 cents more per 
quart, because of the withdrawal of the government 
subsidies. .She personally has to put up the extra 
4 cents, relieving the government of an expense that 
it has carried for the past five years. If she gets 
3 quarts daily, she is paying 12 cts. extra per day 
that the government used to pay, or $43.80 extra a 
year. Assuming that total milk production in Can¬ 
ada is round 7 or 8 million quarts, the government 
has cut its expenditures by many millions by re¬ 
moval of subsidies. 

What relief in taxation is going to be passed on 
to the taxpayer by this bit of saving? How is the 
housewife going to be compensated for this addi¬ 
tional burden placed on her resources? 

Someone has blandly suggested that this is what 
the family allowance was intended for, and that it 
will fully compensate for higher costs of milk. But 
milk is only one item of higher costs. Boots, cover¬ 
alls, sweaters, bedding, flannels (if she can get 
them) practically everything that her children wear 
use or eat has gone hinching higher, a little higher 
month by month. The baby bonus cannot begin to 
cover the higher costs of all these items, let alone 
improve the standard of living. 

So the housewife wonders what steps the govern¬ 
ment is taking on her behalf. Is it checking strictly 
enough on the prices and quality and quantity of the 
clothing which she must buy? Is it permitting 
manufacturers to turn too largely to output on which 
there is no ceiling, to the neglect of needed goods 
on which there are still controlled prices, Is there 
any adequate reflection of government saving in 
lightened income tax?--

Eight major causes of fire have 
been found on the farm so W. L. 
Ciairmont, Dominion Fire Com¬ 
missioner, Ottawa, reports. These 
are: 

' Defective chimneys and flues, 
sparks on combustile roofs, light¬ 
ning, spontaneous ignition, match¬ 
es, gasoline or keroseneheating 
equipment and electrical wiring. 
With just ordinary care, fires from 
these sources can he reduced or en¬ 
tirely eliminated, even from light¬ 
ning. A well-rodded building Ts 
considered 99 per cent immune to 
lightning. 

A farmer’s greatest need is pro¬ 
tection. both individually and on 
a community basis. He can supply 
his own individual protection by 
the provision of approved exting¬ 
uishers, pails qnd barrels of wa¬ 
ter, hand pumps and ladders. With 
the development of motorized ap¬ 
paratus and god roads, he is in 
fair way to receiving protection on 
a community basis. Distance, how¬ 
ever, is still a great disadvantage 
when it comes to providing rural 
protection.

The Globe and Mail, writing of 
the closing of the Wallaceburg su¬ 
gar refinery, and the lack of in¬ 
centive to Canada sugar produc¬ 
er's, predicts that- -iV'W43^ Ontario 
sugar beet operations willfade out 
unless there is cMhfjp'of policy. 
United States has been increasing 
sugar beet subsidies, to encourage 
home growing. 

“In Canada, however, the Do¬ 
minion Government’s policy is to 
subsidize imports and to hold ceil¬ 
ing even though it means that beet 
sugar output will lag further ana 
good judges say its total extinction 
at present prices is imminent be¬ 
cause of labor, supplies, packages 
and fuel have been increasihg 
steadily. 

“It is one thing to have a control 
Board or a Decontrol Board stand¬ 
ing out against efforts of groups 
to get prices which will give sky- 
high profits but it faces quite a 
different kind of crisis when con¬ 
tinued losses at ceiling prices 
threaten to cause reduction in pro¬ 
duction of needed foods and other 
goods and materials. Canada’s pol¬ 
icy of depending more and more 
on imported supplies of a vital 
commodity like sugar is not a wise 
one while conditions are so dis¬ 
turbed as they are today. Strikes 
in Cuba for instance might threat¬ 
en supplies and prices too. We 
need imports but a lively,' growing 
industry is also needed for Canada 
and Canada will eventually be sor¬ 
ry if it, is allowed to languish. 
Whatever else may be said in fav¬ 
or of price control, one of the det¬ 
riments is the rigidity which pre¬ 
vents a price increase sufficient to 
encourage production of an essen¬ 
tial food right in the country 
where we would be sure of getting 
it.—Toronto Globe and Mail.

That’s not 
the spirit at all. You’ll discover that 
you can extract capital worrying 
• over trifles that at first seem to of¬ 
fer little opportunity. Have you 
tried worrying over something tact 
less or silly that you have said to 
a friend ? Properly handled such 


a thought can ruin your day beau¬ 
tifully. Or whether he has said 
something intended to hurt you?

it appeals to the creative artist in 
me to mail a letter and then start, 
worrying whether I put a stamp 
on it or addressed it correctly. 

“But don’t neglect the classic 
worries either, the old standbys 
such as the younger generation 
ar.d the going-to-the-dogs of 
America. The Fate of Civilization 
is just like needlework. You can 
take it up and worry about it at 
cdd moments. And don’t neglect 
your health as a subject. You may 
think you are well now, but the 
chances are yqu are coming down 
with something this very moment. 
Just read a few medical books, I 
guarantee at least 50. symptoms. 
And if not your own health, how 
about family and friends. They 
don’t look so well. 1 know a wo¬ 
man who has worried for 19 years 
about the health of her son, he’s 
never had a pain nor an ache. 

“Then don’t forget to worry 
about money. The technique is. 
positively Grecian in its simplicity. 
If you have none, all you have to 
do is worry about getting some. If 
you have lots, you worry for fear 
you may lose it. 

“To recapitulate. Pay no atten¬ 
tion to those who tell you not to 
worry. I.et no day pass without 
crying over some spilt milk, if you 
have to spill it yourself just to 
keep your hand in. What do you 
think would happen to all great 
artists it they didn’t keep in prac¬ 
tice ?

The other day President J. S. 
Duncan of the Massey-Harris Com 
pany was in Calgary, and he made 
a statement to which the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture has tak¬ 
en exception. Mr. Duncan is re¬ 
ported to have said that, as be¬ 
tween lit-"!), the year the war 
broke out, and 1946, the prices 
paid for farm products stand at 
DO while the price of farm ma¬ 
chinery about which there has been 
some controversy following the 
W.P.T.B. allowance of a 12V2 per 
cent price increase, stands at only 
119. That is, farm prices have 
gone up 80 per cent since 1939 
while farm machinery prices have 
gone up only 19 per cent. 

The A.F.A. does not contradict 
Mr. Duncan’s statement, admits it 
b quite correct. But the A.F.A. 
does properly point out that farm 
commodity prices were still unduly 
depressed in 1939 following ten 
years of depression. As a matter 
i f fact the price of wheat in 1939 
was 76 cents a bushel at Fort Wil¬ 
liam, less than 60 cents to the far¬ 
mer. But the price of farm machin¬ 
ery did not go down during the de¬ 
pression, or it went down very lit¬ 
tle. The price of farm machinery 
in 1939 was about the same as in 
1926, which is the basic year upon 
which the statistics branch of the 
Federal Department of Agricul¬ 
ture bases all its index calculations . 
now. And even in 1926, while the 
prices of farm products stood at 
100 the cost of what the farmer 
had to buy stood at 120. Even in 
the base year the farmer was 20 
points behind, in 1932, at the depth 
of the depression, according to the 
Department’s figures the farmer 
got only 48.4 points for his pro¬ 
ducts while he was paying 97.7 
points fur what he bought. Every¬ 
one knows that, even if the farm 
implement manufacturers were las¬ 
ing money in the depression thir¬ 
ties. it was because of lack of vol¬ 
ume. net hecause machinery pri¬ 
ces had been slashed. The machin¬ 
ery companies lost money because 
farmers could not buy at the ter¬ 
rible reduced prices for what they 
had to sell. 

The Ec nomic Annalist tells us 
that at the beginning of this year 
the farmer was getting 106.b 
points for v. hat he had to sell, bas¬ 
ed on 1926 equals 100, while he 
was paying 124.6 points for what 
he had to buy to stay in operation. 
That is the fa r basis of compari¬ 
son, not the 1939 figures used by 
Mr. Duncan, and the A.F.A. was 
entirely right in point ng this out. 


Writing in his column in the dai¬ 
ly papers on the subject of hous¬ 
ing, Capt. J. Harper Prowse, M.L. 
A., writes: 

Everywhere I go in this province 
I hear the same kind of story on 
housing. Every mail brings in ad¬ 
ditional reports. Typical of these 
are father mother and two or more 
children all living in one room, or 
crowded in with in-laws'. The'one.* 
I hear about are only the veterans, 
but there are a great many others 
just as badly off. Those who have 
managed to find suites repo;t rents 
of $35, $40, $50 and more for un¬ 
furnished suites—many in base¬ 
ments or attics—many with shar¬ 
ed bathrooms. And the incomes of 
these people average about $100 
per month. Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
minister of veterans affairs, re¬ 
ports that a recent survey by the 
department revealed that 22,000 
veterans are living under condi¬ 
tions which he describes as “very 
bad.” This is a minimum figure. 

A year ago the officials excused 
themselves by pointing out "theres 
been a war on.” That wasn’t an 
a^eptable excuse then. It is no 
excuse at all now. The war has 
been over for more than a year 
and we aren’t one bit nearer a so¬ 
lution to the problem, or is there 
any evidence of any real attempt 
to deal with it. * 

Building costs are* high—too 
high for those people with incomes 
in the $100 per month bracket, 
which includes about 55 per cent, 
of the wage earners in this coun¬ 
try, to build homes for themselves. 
They are also too high to permit 
private individuals to build homes 
which could be rented to these

WHY SOAP IS SHORT 

(Ottawa Citizen) 

The shortage of soap recently 
felt in Ottawa has driven a cor¬ 
respondent of the Evening Citizen 
to suggest that a system be set up 
to collect surplus fats from the 
public. This surplus, turned over to 
the makers of soap, might enable 
them to increase their supply to 
the shops. 

Soap-makers, however, are not 
particularly short -of fats and oils. 
They lack the other constituent 
o f soap, the alkalis. They are now 
getting as much fats as at any 
time in the last six months, but 
the supply of soda ash and caustic 
soda has been sharply cut in the 
last few weeks by strikes at two 
chemical plants in Windsor. The 
Canadian Industries Limited plant 
there produce half the caustic so¬ 
da made in Canada. 

The fact that laundry soabs 
have fallen shorter than hand and 
bath soaps is due to their higher
